Zn this connection it was mentioned 
foday that when Senators Robinson 
of Arkansas and Swanson of Virginia, 
ag representing the Democratic lead- 
ership of the Senate, were asked at 
the White House last week to forego 
an attack on the Administration's pol- 
cles with reference to Mexico and Nic- 
aragua, Senator Swanson said, in 
effect: 

“Yr, President, don’t go into Mex- 
fico, for you'll find it harder to get out 
than to get in.” 

In his message President Coolidge 
adays that he thinks “the time has ar- 
rived for me officially to inform the 
Congress more in detail of the events 
leading up to the present. disturbances 
and conditions which seriously threaten 
American lives and property, endanger 
the stability of all Central America 
and put in jeopardy the rights granted 
by Nicaragua to the United States 
for construction of a canal.” With

It is well known that in 1912 the 
United Statesintervenedin Nicaragua 
with a large force and put’ down a’ 
revolution, and that from that time 
to’ 1925 a legation guard of American 
marines was, with the consent of 
the Nicaraguan Government, kept 
in Managua to protect American 
lives and property. 

In 1923 representatives of the five 
Central American countries, namely, 
Costa Rica, Guatemala, Honduras, 
Nicaragua and Salvador, at the in- 
vitation of the United States, met 
in Washington and entered into a 
series of treaties. These treaties 
dealt with limitation of armament, 
a Central American tribunal for 
arbitration, and the general subject. of 
peace and amity. The treaty last 
referred to specifically provides in 
Article II that the Governement of 
the contracting parties will not rec- 
ognize any other Government which 
may come into power in any of the 
five republics through a coup d’état 
or revolution and = disq es the 
leaders of such coup d’état from as- 
arg the Presidency or Vice Presi- 

ency. 


Provision of Article Il. ~ 
Article II is as follows: 
“Desiring to make secure in the 
republics of Central America the 
benefits which are derived from the 


maintenance of free institutions and 
to contribute at the game time to- 
ward strengtheningtheir stability, and 
the prestige with which they should 
be surrounded, they declare that every 
act, disposition or measure which 
alters the constitutional organization 
in any ‘of them is to be deemed a 
menace to the peace of the said re- 
publics, whether it proceed from any 
public power or from the private 
citizens. 

“Consequently, the Governments of 
the contracting parties will not rec- 
ognize any other Government which 
may come into power in any of the 
five republics through a coup. d’état 
or a revolution against a recognized 
Government, sq long as the freely 
elected representatives of the 
thereof have not constitutionally re- 
organized the country. And even in 
such a case they obligate themselves 
not to acknowledge the recognition 
if any of the persons elected as Pres- 
ident, Vice President or Chief of 
State Designate should fall under 
any of the following heads: 
~ (1) If he ghould be the leader or 
one of the leaders of a coup d'état or 
revolution, or through blood relation- 
ship or marriage be an ascendant or 
descendant or brother of such leader 
or leaders. . 

**(2) If he should have been a Sec- 
retary of State or should have held 
some high military command during 
the’ accomplishment. of the coup 
d’état, the revolution, or while the 
election was being carried on, or if 
he should have held this office or 
command within the six months pre- 
ceding the coup d’état, revolution or 
the election. 

“Furthermore; in no case shall 
recognition be accorded to a Govern- 
ment which arises from election to 
power of a citizen expressly and un- 
questionably disqualified by the Con- 
stitution of his country as eligible to

United States Not a Party. 


The United States was not a party 
to this treaty, but it was made in 
Washington under the auspices of the 
Secretary of State, and this Govern- 
ment has felt a moral obligation to 
apply its principles in order to en- 
courage the Central American States 
in their efforts to prevent revolution 
and disorder. The treaty, it may be 
noted in passing, was signed on hbe- 
half of Nicaragua by Emiliano 
Chamorro himself, who afterward 
assumed the Presidency in violation 
thereof and thereby contributed to 
the creation of the present difficulty. 

In October, 1924, an election was 
held in Nicaragua for President and 
Vice President and members of the 
Congress. This resulted in the elec- 
tion of a coalition ticket embracing 
Conservatives and Liberals. Carlos 
Solorzano, a Conservative Republi- 
can, was elected President and Juan 
B. Sacasa, a Liberal, was elected 
Vice President.

Warning Ignored by Chamorro. 


Notwithstanding the refusal of this 
Government and of the other Central 
American Governments -to recognize

AID LOBBYIST 
Steck Tells Senate, the lowa 
Senator-Elect Is Seeking 
Woods's Confirmation. 


CHARGE SENT TO COMMITTEE 


Both Brookhart and Woods Assert 
the Accusation Is Without 
Any Foundation, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 — Charges 
that Smith W. Brookhart, Republican 
Senator-elect from Iowa, was a ‘“‘paid 
lobbyist” trying to bring about the 
confirmation of Cyrus EB. Woods of 
Pennsylvania as a member of ‘the 
Interstate Commerce Commission were 
submitted to the Senate today by Sen- 
ator Steck, Democrat, of Iowa, in 
whose favor Mr. Brookhart was un- 
seated last year after a sharp election 
contest. 

The accusation, which Mr. Steck said 


was contained in rumors current in 
Washington, thtew the Senate into 
spirited debate. Before its conclusion 
Mr. Brookhart, who had the privilege 
of the floor because of previous mem- 
bership, walked in on the Republican 
side and listened to the proceedings 
from his old seat. 

By a vote of 49 to 33 Mr. Steck’s 
charges were réferred to the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, before 
which the Woods nomination is pend- 
ing. Mr. Brookhart had declared a 
few moments earlier that he was not 
even favorable to the confirmation of 
Mr. Woods. He-aiso denied the charge 
of being a lobbyist. 


Steck Reads Telegrams. 


The Senate debate, though short, 
brought many Senators to their feet 
and the situation was tense while it 
lasted. Mr. Steck said he and Mr. 


Brookhart had not talked with each 
other for two years. The Senator read 
telegrams which he said he had re- 
ceived from Major Frank J. Lund, 
manager of Brookhart’s campaign, 
and J. C. Lewis, President of the Iowa 
Federation of Labor, both asking him 
to vote for Woods’s confirmation. 

Mr. Steck also read a message which 
he had sent to Mr. Brookhart, telling 
him of the telegrams, referring to Mr. 
Woods's reported holdings of shares in 
and connection with various large cor- 
porations, and saying: 

“It would seem from your point of 
view that the appointment of a man 
with such connections would be con- 
trary to the best interests of the farm- 
ers of Iowa, you having claimed, and 
with some justification I believe, that 
one of the causes of the present condi- 
tion of our farmers is the excessive 
freight rates they are compelled to pay 
in marketing their products. The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission being 
the body which determines these rates, 
your position, as set forth by your 
campaign manager’s reference to the 
confirmation of Mr. Woods, appears 
entirely inconsistent with your claim 
that you are the best and only friend 
of the Iowa, farmer.” 

Mr. Steck’s message ended with the 
statement that “it has been currently 
rumored here in Washington that you 
are now here as a paid lobbyist of Mr. 
Woods and interests seeking his con- 
firmation, and these telegrams give a 
color.of truth to such rumors.” 


Calls It “‘Grave Indietment.” 


Senator Reed of Missouri declared 
the last statement about: Mr. Brook- 
hart constituted ‘‘a very grave indict- 
ment of a member of this body,” but 
corrected this on being informed that 
Mr. Brookhart was not now a Senator 


Mr. Reed of Pennsylvania, in agree- 
ing to this, said that not only was Mr. 
Brookhart involved, but also the nomi- 
nee, Mr. Woods, making the charges 
doubly serious. It was fortunate, he 
added, that at last there was a chance 
to bring such charges of “lobbying” 
into the open. ' 

“Of course,” said Mr.. Reed, ‘Mr. 
Brookhart is not in office, but he has 
just gone out and he is just about to 
come back, and morally that is as 
much bribery as if he took pay for 
lobbying after the fourth of March.”’ 

He added that for Mr. Brookhart to 
come here and “lobby” for Mr. Woods 
would be.in the highest degree im- 
proper, he would not favor seating 
Mr. Brookhart if it were true. 

Senator Norris, Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, asked Mr. Steck 
whether he ‘had ever had any conver- 
sation with Senator Brookhart, or any 
direct evidence, 

“Senator Brookhart and myself have 
had no conversations for two years,” 
Mr. Steck responded. 

Advising Mr. Woods at the commit- 
tee meeting of what transpired in the 
Senate, Mr. Reed asked if he had any- 
thing to say in reply to the charge. 

“That is absolutely false,” declared 
Mr. Woods. ‘‘I do not have the pleas- 
ure of the acquaintance of Senator 
Brookhart."’ 

“Have you employed anybody?” Mr. 
Reed asked. 

“I have employed no one,” was the 


reply. 

“So far as you know, has any one 
else employed an ? 

“Absolutely not.” 

“Have you asked any one to see Mr. 
Brookhart?” inquired Chairman Wat- 


son. 

“T have not,” Mr. Woods responded. 
“It seems to me, Mr. Chairman, this 
inquiry is developing into a persecu- 
tion against me. I have had nothing 
to do, directly or indirectly, with the 
charges that were made in the Senate 
today.’

The wording of the certificate sent 
to Senator-elect Vare does not set 
forth that the Philadelphia politician 
was elected. It merely says that on 
the face of returns Mr. Vare “appears 
to have been chosen by the qualified 
voters.” ; 


Governor Pinchot’s Letter. 


The text of the letter, dated Jan. 8, 
follows: ;

Vare appears to have been chosen 
by the certified electors of the State 
of Pennsylvania, a Senator from said 
State, to represent said State in the 
Senate of the United States for the 
term of six years, beginning on the 
fourth day of March, 1927.” 


Charges Buying and Stealing. 
The form of words customarily 
used for such certificates by the 
Governors of the Commonwealth and 


the form recommended by the Sen- 
ate of the United States both in- 
cluded certification that the candi- 
date in question has been duly 
chosen by the qualified electors of 
the Commonwealth. 

I carmot so certify because I do 
not believe that Mr. Vare has been 
chosen. On the contrary I am con- 
vinced, and have repeatedly de- 
clared, that his nomination was part- 
ly bought and partly stolen, and that 
frauds committed in his interest 
have tainted both the primary and 
the general election. 

But even if there had been no 
fraud in the election, a man who 
was not honestly nominated cannot 
be honestly entitled to a seat. 

The stealing of votes for Mr. Vare, 
and the amount and the sources of 
the money spent in his behalf, make 
-it clear to me that the election re- 
turns do not, in fact, correctly rep-

PEKING, Jan. 10 (#). — Agitation 
against foreigners is spreading rapidly 
over interior China and their condition 
has become precarious. Dispatches 
from foreign officials at Hankow, re- 
ceived today, said the British were 
removing their missionaries from all 
places they could reach in the prov- 
inces of Hupeh, Hunan and Sze Chwan 
in the Yangtze River basin“and from 
Fukien Province along the coast. 

The Nationalist Government has 
taken over temporarily the administra- 
tion of the British concessions at Han- 
kow and Kiu-kiang. American and 
British women and children, placed 
aboard river steamers to escape jeer- 
ing, hostile coolie mobs, have arrived 
in Shanghai to receive protection of 
white residents there.

FRENCH DISINFECT BOOKS. 


Devise Substitute for Burning to 
Curb Disease in Schools.

PARIS, Jan. 10.—As a means of pre- 
venting the spread: of contagious dis- 
eases the medical authorities of 
France: are advocating the disinfec- 


tion of all books used in public-schools. 
Long ago it was established that books 
passing from hand. to hand: accumu- 
late’ bacteria and become active car- 
riers of disease, and since 1893 a 
French law has Tequired the burning 
of books in‘ classes where any case 
contagious disease developed. 

In practice, however, the law ‘has 
been ignored, owing to lack of suffi- 
cient funds to replace the books de- 

_stroyed. A more effective solution of 
the’ problem has been achieved by the 
school authorities of the city of Nan- 
cy, where the schools have disinfect- 
ing stoves in which books are cleansed 
of microbes by fumes of formaldehyde.

- THE REAL CRISIS MEXICAN. 

The President’s Nicaraguan message 
to Congress is evidently intended main- 
ly for the Mexican Government. It was 
not expected, but is none the less wel- 
come. Secretary KELLOGG was looked 
to for a full explanation to the Senate 
committee on Wednesday, but appar- 
ently the criticism which has beaten 
upon the Administration both at home 
and ‘abroad finally impelled the Presi- 
dent to take time by the forelock. In 
place of the fragmentary and some- 
what confused statements that have 
been given out semi-officially in Wash- 
. ington, we now have a full survey by 
“ Mr. CootincE of recent events in Nic- 
aragua with the complications that 
_ have grown out of them. It was high 
time that the whole case was laid be- 
fore the country, and tire President is 
to be commended for having made a 





; clean breast of it. 


With most of the guiding principles 
of his action which Mr. Coorripcs sets 
forth, there will be agreement. It was 
the duty of our Government to act, 
if American life and property in Nica- 
ragua were endangered, and if the ex- 
isting Government, which we had rec- 


~ ognized, protested that it was unable 


to protect foreigners. This country 
had not only a general obligation in 
the premises, but a special warrant, 
through treaty agreement and other- 
wise, for taking prompt steps. The 
trouble arose only when. we. séemingly 
began to stretch or exceed our rights. 
President Coo.ipcr declares that it was 
mecessary for us to “support ” the Nic- 
araguan President when endangered 
by a revolution. But if that means 
support by armed intervention, it is a 
doctrine in which a thousand perils 
lie hidden, ‘whether in Nicaragua or 
other parts of Central America. -And 
Mr. Coo.ince is standing on slispery 
ground when he undertakes to decide 
between two rivals for the Presidency 
of Nicaragua which one is “ constitu- 
tional.” He seems aware-of this when

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 10 ().—The 
Rev. John J. McCook, 83, the last sur- 
viyor .of the “Fighting McCooks’’ of 
Ohio, died here yesterday. He was 
Professor Emeritus and trustee of 
Trinity College.

UPHELD ON APPEAL

Court Rules ‘in - Bathtub 
Party. Perjury Case. 


‘TRULY SORRY, HE DECLARES 
Counsel Hopes to Garey Fight ‘to 


Parole In Four Months Possible. 


Stage Circuit Court of Appeals, Earl 
Carroll, theatrical producer, lost his 
appeal yesterday ‘from the verdict of 
the. District Court,..which found him 
guilty of perjury. He has been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for one. year 
and one day in Atlanta for having 
testified falsely before the Grand Jury 
as ‘to incidents at the famous “‘bath- 
tub” party at-the Earl Carroll Theatre 
on Washington’s Birthday last year. 
Following the announcement of the 
Court's decision, a rumor. was preva- 
lent about the Federal Building that 
Mr. Carroll, who is out on $5,000 bail, 
‘would surrender and take no further 
steps in the case. However, his chief 
counsel, Herbert C. Smyth, said last 
night that although he had not con- 
ferred with Mr. Carroll he expected an 
appeal would be taken to the United 
States Supreme Court. . Because the 
Cincuit Court’s decision was unani- 
mous, an appeal requires the unani- 
mous consent of the. Suprethe Court 
bench to have the case. b ht before 
it on a writ of certiorari. vr. Carroll 
and his lawyers have fifteen days to 
decide what to do. 


Could Be Paroled in Four Months. 


Should he elect to go to Atlanta, Mr. 
Carroll might, under the most favor- 
able circumstances, be paroled in four 


and eighteen days he would be entitled 
to release. 

A dispatch to THE Tmes from 
Washington last night quoted Mr. 
Carroll: 

“I regret very much that the de- 
cision was not. reversed. I am truly 
sorry to’ know it came out like that.” 

The decision of the Circuit Court 
rules against Mr. Carroll on‘ prac- 
tically every point raised in the ap- 
peal. After quoting. his. negative an- 
swers to questions before the Grand 
Jury as to whether any one ‘entered 
the bathtub on the of the thea- 
tre, and his statement t he did not 
know whether Miss Joyce Hawley was 
at the party or not, the decision sum- 
marizes the testimony and:then takes 
up the plea that it was not material 
whether there was any one in the tub 
or not.- 

Though the Grand Jury was seeki 
evidence of a violation of the Voist 
act, the Court holds,..the’ question 
whether any one was'in the bathtub 
was important, inasmuch as such a 
one might ‘be able. to tell ‘by smell, 
sight or taste” whether or not the tub 
centained champagne.

ST. PAUL'S. BRIEFS 





Management Maintains: Road's 
Failure Was Due to Causes - 
Beyond. Its Control, 





ARGUES RATES ARE TOO LOW 





Statement Accusing Bankers and 
Directors Filed in Behalf of 
Jameson Committee. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The final 
brief of the Chicago, Milwaukee &. St. 
Paul Railway, filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today by.O. W. 
Dynes of Chicago, asserts that eco- 
nomic causes “impossible of predic- 
tion and entirely beyond the control’ 
of the road’s management forced the 
road into the hands of receivers, 

“We submit,” the brief says, after 
contending that the commission’s in- 
vestigation had laid bare all opera- 
tions, measures and methods of the rail- 
way, “that the evidence clearly estab- 
lishes that there has been no corrup- 
tion,, no'dishonesty, no private profi- 
teering, no misapplication of funds, no 
breach of trust,.no neglect of opportu- 
nity and no lack of earnest and. sus- 
tained effort to serve the best inter- 
ests of the property and the public. 

“The St. Paul management can no 
more be charged with blame for the 
adverse conditions, resulting largely 
from the war, than it can be charged 


with blame for conditions that caused 
the war.“ 


Months of Investigation. 


When the St. Paul Road, capitalized 
at $750,000,000, went into the hands of 
receivers on March 18, 1925, it was one 
of the greatest financial failures in 
the history of the country. The causes 
of that failure have been the subject 
of an investigation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for eighteen 


months. The St. Paul was purchased 
recently at auction in Butte, Mont., by 
Kuhn, Loeb ‘& Co. and the National 
City Company’ of New York. The 
bankers submitted with their bid a 
plan of reorganization designed to cor- 
rect the topheavy financial structure 
of the d and to restore it to a 
higher position in the railroad finan- 
cial field. 

The commission must pass upon and 
approve the issuance of new securities 
becore the reorganization can be com- 
pleted and the receivership lifted, and 
the question of approval of the pro- 
posed terms of sale is to be passed 
upon by the United States Circuit 
Court for the Northern District of 
Illinois. 

The brief filed today asserts that the 
increase in railroad wages since the 
Adamson act was enacted and in- 
creases in the costs of materials and 
supplies have been more than 30 per 
cent. greater than the increase in 
transportation rates. 


Other Adverse Influences. 


Lower area of freight rates in the 

Western trunk line territory, competi- 
tion with the Panama Canal and post- 
war deflation, represented as having 
been particularly severe in the. North- 
western States, the brief says, were 
—* principal causes of the receiver- 
ship. 
It adds that GovernMent operation of 
the road resulted in the rogd being 
returned to its owners facing accumu- 
lated deficits of more than $50,009.000. 

The brief cites the reduction of 
locomotive failures, greatly extended 
runs of locomotives, heavier carload- 
ing, increased number of cars per 
train, reduction in loss and damage to 
freight and other important efficiencies 
of operation, and then says: 

“In these and other less important 
features of economy and efficiency, it 
is doubtful if the management of any 
railroad shows relatively better results 
than this, notwithstanding the fact 
that from the war period on the man- 
agement of the St. Paul was continu- 
ously hampered by insufficient net 


earnings and insufficient available 
tash.”’ 





Brief in Opposition. 


Summaries of a brief presented by a 
bondholders’ defense committee of the 
St. Paul Railroad to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Washington 
were issued in this city yesterday. This 
brief charges that apart from the ac- 
tivities of directors representing E. 8. 
Harkness and those of E. C. Jameson, 
Chairman of the defense committee, no 
constructive attempt was made to 
avoid receivership of the road. It as- 
serts that before the receivership the 
Qirectors, except E./ 8S. Harkness, 
liquidated their holdings and specif- 
ically names the William Rockefeller, 
Percy Rockefeller, Armour and George 
E. Mason holdings. 

The brief ends by asking the commis- 


‘| sion to find: ‘‘(a) that the receivership 


was brought about by the bankers in 
order that they might procure a read- 
justment of the capital structure of the 
road; (b) that pursuant to this pur- 
pose the bankers procured the instiga- 


ings and the appointment of friendly 
committees which adopted a plan of 
reorganization embodying the changes 
the bankers wished to effect; (c) that 
the adherence of a majority of the se- 
curity holders to this plan was pro- 
cured by the means of threatening ad- 
vertisements and that the plan, - there- 
fore. does not represent a voluntary 
agreement ‘between a majority of the 
security holders.”’ 


St. Paul to Expend $500,000.

CHICAGO, Jan. 10. — Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson today authorized 
the expenditure of $500,000 by the re- 
ceivers ot the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway. “The major portion 
will be spent on the roadbed near Chi- 
cago. but $50,000 will be used to reduce 
smoke at the roundhouse at North- 
western and West Grand Avenues, and 
$25,000 to replace shoé brakes on the

holding companies, related to compa- 
nies operating public utilities, that the 
Public Service Commission: law now 
gives to it over operating companies. 

While: the recommendation ig, be- 
lieved to relate primarily to the New. 
York Telephone Company, corttrolling 

interest in whose stock is held by the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, and possibly to some newly 
formed power mergers. up-State, there’ 
is: an impression among students of 
public service affairs at the capital 
that if the recommendation should be 
complied with it would provide an 
opening wedge for giving to the com- 
mission authority over public service 
operations in New York City. Gover- 
nor. Smith, however, does not take this 
‘suggestion seriously. ‘ 


Recommendations of Commissiog 
The commission says in its report: 


“While many holding or investing | 


companies have long been supplying 


‘capital to operating utilities and have 
been of great benefit to the industry, 
_ yet the recent increase in the number 
“and activities of holding and utility in- 
vestment companies must mean that 
some of the controlling capital is being 
attracted by speculative possibilities.”’ 

“Since the holding company is of- 
ten not the operating company, and 
the securities of the holding company 
are those being sold, it becomes pos- 
sible that investors believe that they 
are. purchasing the securities of local 
operating utilities which have received 
the .sanction of the Public Service 
Commission. The situation is one 
which it seems necessary to correct by 
legislation.”’ 

basa specific recommendations are 
made: 

“1, That the Public Service Commis- 
sion law be amended so as to permit 
inquiry into the costs and profit ac- 
cruing to nonutilities from that branch 
of their business having to do with 
the furnishing of products or service to 
operating utilities for ultimate distri- 
bution to the consuming public. 

“2. That the statute be amended so as 
to define as holding companies those 
corporations which control operating 
utilities in this State, not only by own- 
ership of the majority of stocks, but 
also by lease or operating contract 
with the right of appointing managers 
and employes, and by control through 
voting trustees. 

3. That the Public Service Commis- 
sion law be amended to require holding 
companies controlling operating utili- 
ties to make and file*‘annual and 
periodical reports on forms tobe pre- 
scribed: by the commission, including 
full detail as to property; products cr 
sefvice exchanged between controlled 
companies and the revenues and ex- 
penses relating thereto. 

"4, Giving jurisdiction and authority 


to the Public Service Commission ‘to 
investigate the -relationship between 
holding companies and operating utili- 
ties, to the end that all of the activi- 
ties of the holding companies con- 
trolling operating companies in_ this 
State, including all contracts, algree- 
ments, &c., may be made'a matter of 
public record.’ 


Asks Grade-Crossing Change. | 


Amendments are sought also to the 
present law governing the removal of 
dangerous grade crossings. 

The commission , calls attention to a. 
restriction placed on it in the ‘existing 
law by which it is prevented from 
ordering a grade-crossing elimination 
where a municipality, in providing its 
share of the cost, would be required to 
pay back to the. State in any one year 
a sum in excess of one-twentieth of 
one per cent. of the assessed valuation 
of its taxable real estate. 

“Most -of the crossings on improved 
‘State and county highways are Io- |; 
cated in towns and villages where such 
limitation applies," and while the stat- 
ute provides that the town or vil- 
lage may elect to assume a burden in 
excess thereof or the county through 
its Board of Supervisors may aid the 
town or village by sharing the latter’s 
Prdépoftion of cost, ‘there were: but five 
instances of such favorable action and 
in most cases it has been necessary to 
abandon the elimination proceedings,”’ 
the report says. 

“This ‘condition “will. undoubtedly ap- 
ply to almost all crossings on State 
‘and ‘county highways. These are the 
most important from the State's point 
of view and it is quite evident that in 
order to make any material progress 
‘toward ‘elimination of such crossings, 
it will be necessary. to modify the 
existing laws and possibly the consti- 
tutional amendment.’ 

Orders have been made for the elimi- 
Nation of sixty-one grade. crossings. 
‘The commission reports that the’ work 
on these and other projetts! pending 
will: exhaust the $20,000,009 already ap- 
propriated, and a new appropriation of 
$10,000,000 is asked for. - .
